Thanks to fellow ba member Nathan Eubank, I got the requisite power 
connector and (after greasing up the dynamotor bearings) hotted up the 
unmolested BC-348N this weekend. There is no evidence of any modification 
or repair, and it works pretty darn good. Voltages are within reason, no 
apparent leaky caps (it uses the round can caps, not the molded 

ones...). The tuning calibration is a bit off and there is a little 
backlash in the capacitor linkage, so I will do a little tweaking, but see 
no compelling reason to replace any of the bits. Hoo-Yah! 


Leads to an interesting inquiry--what are the interesting older sets that 
have been discovered that needed no parts replacement (well, we can allow 
tube replacement...)? The very oldest I have found is a 1934 Westinghouse 
AM chassis that is in a grandfather clock case. Didn't even need an 
alignment, works fb. All the caps in this one are mica or oil.....

Hi BA fans, 


I'm trying to get qsk set up between a Ranger II and an HQ-170-A. 

I've built the TR switch from the 1963 "Understanding Amateur Radio" (pp 221, 
222). 

The first time I built it I inadvertently used .1uF caps instead of .01... It 
would work for a couple of minutes, but had BAD clicks on key up, and then 
full power went to the receiver (not good!). The HQ does eventually recover 
though, so no harm done. 

I noticed the caps value were WRONG and replaced them and the tube. 


Same results, although no clicks now. 

The switch works great (FB QSK) for a bit and then I hear a bad hum on the 
transmitter's sig back to the HQ. (The Ranger is NOT transmitting the hum - I've 
verified this with another receiver not connected to the switch.) A few dots 
later I'm dumping all 50 watts into the receiver again. 

Has anyone got this simple circuit to work? Am I missing something, like a 
revised circuit in a later publication??? 


I have about 35 6AH6s, so eventually this thing WILL WORK!
